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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: aaplicant argues that neither Dent nor Engstrom 
discloses or suggests suspension of regular uplink data transmission from one mobile when another is sending a random access signal. 
In Dent's invention (col. 3, lines 31-67) it is explained that the base station will order received signals from the mobile stations. The base 
station will send replies to the mobile stations with time allignment information, this process happens when two mobiles attempt to acces 
a time slot at the same time. To avoid collision, the base station orders the messages sent by the mobiles therefore "suspending" 
transmission of one mobile station for a specific time slot allowing the data from another moble to be transmitted. Applicant also argues 
that Dent does not teach timing and access intervals. Dent's system teaches Random Access Channel and TDMA. Timing and access 
intervals are inherent in these protocols, because each time slot (interval) is granted access based on certain parameters measured by 
the base station. 
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
